To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 

The Board of Selectmen herein present the reports of the 
various Town Officers for the year ending December, 1952. 

We wish to extend our sincere appreciation to all Town 
Officials and departments for their cooperation and assist- 
ance during the past year and to state that their efforts, on 
behalf of the Town, were of great assistance to us in the per- 
formance of our own duties. 

A storage vault, which was much needed for all town 
officials, was constructed in the Town Hall basement as a 
cost of $2,118.00. It is of fireproof construction and will 
protect the town records. $2,500.00 was appropriated for 
this work, and the balance of $382.00 will be used to con- 
struct shelves and cabinets. 

The Board asked for bids for grading the East Millbury 
Playground, for which a sum of $700.00 was appropriated. 
Obviously, this appropriation was not enough, for no bids 
were received. The Road Commissioners graciously agreed 
to do this work at our special request. Playground equip- 
ment has been purchased and will be installed in the spring. 

Our Town Hall budget was increased $1,100.00 over the 
normal operating expenses. This sum was used to convert 
the old fire headquarters into suitable office space for the 
newly elected Board of Road Commissioners. 

Venetian blinds were installed in the Highway Office and 
Boy Scout Room on the first floor of the Town Hall Building.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
As Veterans’ Agent, I hereby submit my report of serv- 
ices rendered for the year ending December 31st, 1952: | 
Approximately 1500 visits were made to the office by 
Veterans, or their dependents, seeking various information 
pertaining to their rights and benefits under Federal, State 
and local laws. 


40 Original Discharges were recorded. 

200 Photostatic copies of discharge papers were made. 
Many other documents, such as birth, marriage, 
divorce and death certificates were photostated for 
use with Veterans’ Benefits claims and claims 
against the Veterans’ Administration. 

22 Claims for abatement of Real Estate Taxes were 
filed by disabled Veterans, holders of the Purple 
Heart Award, and Gold Star Parents. 

47 Men were registered for the draft. There are ap- 
proximately 200 men from Millbury serving in the 
Armed Forces at the present time. 

236 Claims or applications were filed with the Veterans’ 
Administration and other branches of the Govern- 
ment, pertaining to Education, Training, Subsist- 
ence Allowance, Insurance, Medical Treatment, 
Allotments, Compensation, and Pensions, for Vet- 
erans and their dependents. Of these there were 27 
admissions to Cushing VA Hospital, and 17 referred 
to the Veterans’ Administration in Worcester, for 
Out-patient treatment. 


Of the number of claims filed, we know that $3,740.00 
was received in retroactive awards, and many thousands of 
dollars in additional income will be received annually by 
those Veterans and dependents whose claims have been 
adjudicated. It is impossible to have all claims acted upon 
favorably, but we can do much to assist those Veterans who 
have ligitimate claims to receive a just award. 

Many Veterans have benefits coming to them for which 
they have never filed. An excellent example of this would 
be the first dividend paid on National Service Life Insurance. 
Millions of dollars are unclaimed by Veterans throughout 
the United States. That money is still available. 

The Veterans’ Administration and all Service offices are 
doing their best to locate men who have never applied for 
the dividend, and are assisting them with their application. 
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If there areany here in the Town of Millbury, they should 
come to this office and make acta as soon as possible. 


Veterans’ Benefits: . 
A total of 76 applications ve reapplications were re- 
ceived during the year ending December 31st, 1952. 
66 Cases with Millbury Settlements. 
9 Cases with Out-of-town Settlements. 
1 Case State Settled. 
2 Cases of War Allowance. 

A total of $238,998.54 was expended on Veterans’ Aid 
during the past year. Of this amount 50.95%, either has 
been, or will be returned to the General Fund through 
reimbursements. 

Veterans’ Aid in 1952 showed an increase over 1951 in 
excess of $3,000.00. This, of course, is due to the increase 
in Veteran population. Consequently, the number of people 
eligible to receive aid through this department is increasing, 
and will continue to increase, so long as men are called to 
serve our Country.

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Road Commissioners’ Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

We hereby submit our first annual report for the Year 
1952. 

This report is itemized in the following sections. 
1—General Highway and Permanent Road Activity. 
2—Oiling Street Activity. 
3—Snow and Ice Activity. 
4—_Sidewalk Activity. 
5—Labor Expense Record. 
6—Equipment Hire Record. 
7—Highway Department Inventory. 

The first task which confronted us was the setting up of 
Bookkeeping Methods for the proper tabulation and control 
of the various projects under our direction. These records 
are available for public inspection at anytime and we cor- 
dially invite the townspeople to visit our office to become 
acquainted with them. 

A thorough study of equipment hire has brought about 
new methods of town equipment use, increasing their pay 
loads. Economics also resulted through purchasing sand 
and gravel delivered in place by the lowest bidder. 

During the past year two High Speed Trip Plows were 
purchased which will speed up the plowing operation and 
reduce equipment hire. 

With the increased and more efficient use of our own 
equipment it is fair to assume that further reductions in 
outside truck hire can be brought about only by adding to 
our OWn equipment, and maintaining all equipment to the 
highest standards possible. 

We are grateful to the Honorable Board of Selectman for 
their interest, their co-ordination, and their co-operation.

SECTION 1 


General Highway and Permanent Road Activity 
All streets in town have been given general attention 
which includes cleaning streets of sand and rubbish, patch- 
ing streets when needed, and repatching after storm condi- 
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tions. Cleaning drainage systems, flushing out catch basins, 
culverts and pipes. Painting and repairing of fences and 
bridges. Cutting brush and mowing grass along the main 
arteries where necessary. 

During the past year heavy rain storms caused several 
bad wash-outs which required extra expense for their 
repairs. 

The following work has been done out of this account 
which previously would have required special articles, but 
due to the nature of their necessity involving public safety 
your Road Commissioners considered it imprudent to delay 
action by Special Articles at Special Town Meetings. 


1—Providence Street 
Fence re-built and cement posts installed for a distance 
of eighty-six feet for public safety. 
2—Grafton Street Beyond Veterans Housing Development 
Built new retaining wall, added twelve feet of twenty inch 
pipe. Installed guard rail and widened road from fourteen 
feet to twenty-five feet. This has corrected a very danger- 
ous condition due to the narrow road. The road was hard 
surfaced at this point. 
3—Grafton Street Brook Crossing 
New masonry retaining walls were built on the down 
stream side, a distance of twenty feet. Rebuilt sidewalk at 
this point, and installed new fence. 
4—Cross Street 
Entire bridge replanked with new three inch hard pine 
planks. Some sleepers were repaired and some were re- 
placed. New guard rails were installed on both sides of 
bridge. 
5—Bucks Village 
Brightside Bridge replanked with new three inch hard pine 
planks. 
6—Riverlyn Street | 
Installed 100 feet of new drainage and one catch basin 
from Millbury Avenue to the home of Charles Forrest. 
7—McArthur Drive 
New head wall and culvert installed. This corrected a 
very dangerous condition. 
8—Johnson Street 
Repairs made to present drainage system and extra pipe 
replaced. 
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9—Heather Avenue 


New culvert installed at the approach of Heather Avenue 
and Park Hill and forty-four of A. C. Pipe added. 


10—North Main Street 


Ninety feet of V. C. Pipe installed to take care of excess 
surface water in order to eliminate a dangerous icy traffic 
condition at this point. 


11—Dwinell Road 

Culvert repaired and extended and road widened at this 
point. Several washouts have occurred at this location 
which were previously repaired at extra expense. This 
condition is now corrected. 


12—Elmwood Street 


New catch basin installed to eliminate a very icy traffic 
condition and take care of excessive water from draining 
into private property. 
13—Catch Basins 

Several catch basins were found so polluted that it was 
deemed advisable to employ professional removal of the 
debri, necessitating an expenditure of $151.00. 

A considerable amount of work was done on newly 
accepted streets for which no special appropriation provided 
in order to make them passable. This work however was 
of a limited nature pending such time as sufficient funds 
are made available for more permanent construction.

Snow fences owned by the town have been retired from 
use as being beyond repair. Careful study of their past 
effectiveness were made and it was found that their use 
was not completely satisfactory. 

By disposing of this item a saving of $2000.00 a year was 
made, which was the cost of their installations” and: main- 
tenance.

During the year we transferred eight cases to a new 
category of public assistance known as Disability Assistance.

This year I was called to 26 Brush Fires, 31 Grass Fires 
and 7 Dump Fires. 

For equipment, I have on hand: eleven 24 gallon chemi- 
cals, 26 water pump cans, 30 lbs. of soda and 4 carboy acid. 

No fire in the open should be started without having a 
permit as you are subject to arrest by doing so. 

Seven new pump cans and 150 feet of hose were pur- 
chased this year. 

Be sure that your incinerators have a good cover when 
burning. Do not burn on windy days. ‘The best time to 
burn is when the sun goes down.

The Library was open 269 days during the year. The 
busiest day was July 8th on which day the circulation 
reached 360. The total circulation for the year was 30,446 
including:

Non-Fiction—3,203 
Magazines—1,260 

National book week was observed with story-telling and 
a new collection of children’s books on exhibition. 

The Library was the center of an Art exhibit given by the 
school ‘pupils during National Art Week. A display of 
pastel drawings, oil paintings, charcoal drawings, poster 
paintings, and scratch board drawings were shown. Table 
settings were arranged by the High School pupils. 

More than 893 books, the largest number ever bought in 
a single year were purchased.

On January 1, 1952, we had two (2) patients at the Wor- 
cester County Sanatorium and Three (3) were admitted 
one was discharged, one (1) died, leaving as of December 
31, 1952; three (3) patients. 

One ( 1) patient was admitted to John C. Haynes Memo- 
rial Hospital March 5th and was discharged on March 21st. 

One (1) patient was admitted to Lakeville State Sanato- 
rium on March 11th and discharged on April 11th. 

One (1) patient was admitted to North Reading State 
Sanatorium on April 7th and is still there. 

We have taken 108 children and adults to Worcester 
County Sanatorium for chest X-Rays. We have licensed 
two (2) boarding homes for the aged and one (1) for chil- 
dren, all approved by. the State Board of Health. We have 
licensed one (1) home to conduct child play school, and we 
have licensed four (4) dairy for Pasteurization of Milk. We 
have received 113 complaints of which 51 were not signed; 
as we do not investigate complaints not signed we find most 
complaints are about rubbish and garbage left on the road- 
side by passing motorists. 

All contagious diseases must be reported whether you 
have a doctor or not. We greatly appreciate the co-opera- 
tion the parents have given us during the past year.

Report of Millbury Housing Authority 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As 1952 draws to a close, the Millbury Housing Authority 
is pleased to present its third annual report to the town. 


At the annual town meeting in February 1952, Norman 
G. Lacouture was elected for a five-year term, to replace 
Anthony LeClaire whose term had expired. Mr. LeClaire 


did not seek re-election. 


The following officers were appointed by the Board at its 


monthly meeting the next night: 


Chairman John M. Hamilton 
Vice-Chairman Richard J. Dwinell

In July the term of state-appointed member, John M. 
Hamilton, expired. Mr. Hamilton was reappointed for 
another five years by William C. Geary, Chairman of the 
State Housing Board.

Four families vacated housing units during 1952. These 
units were immediately filled by families of John Ducharme, 
Gerald Holmes, Frederick Lucas and Edward Piasta, all 
veterans of World War II. 

‘ In accordance with the housing law, the Millbury Housing 
Authority was pleased to pay the town the sum of $520.47 
as payment in lieu of taxes for the year 1951. 

Also in accordance with this law, each member of the 
Authority received $20.82 as his salary for 1951. This 
amount was determined as 1/5 of 1% of rents collected less 
overdue rent. 

On August 5th during a heavy rainstorm, lightning struck 
the dwellings of Harold George and Lawrence Jacques. 
Damage in the unit of the former was slight, but in the 
Jacques house, plaster on walls and ceiling was broken, 
wiring was burned out, a window frame and floor was 
scorched. .. 

These damages were quickly repaired, and the Authority 
was reimbursed in full by its insurance company. 

In the.past, the Authority had received complaints, and 
in turn had made complaints to the State Housing Board 
and the R and S Construction Co. regarding objectionable 
odors emanating from the project filter bed. 

Not until July of 1952 were we able to get all parties con- 
cerned to agree to an inspection of the bed. 

During the first week of August, several days were spent 
in examining manholes, septic tank, distribution box, and 
filter bed. Much evidence was uncovered to indicate that 
faulty construction was the cause of these disagreeable 
odors. 

The general contractor refused to accept responsibility 
for the condition that existed, and the Authority, through 
its attorney, notified the contractor’s bonding agent, the 
Peerless Casualty Company. 
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Several meetings were held in Boston. However, no agree- 
ment could be reached. Realizing that the reconstruction 
of the filter system had to be done at the earliest possible 
date, the Authority notified its architect to advertise for 
bids. At the same time, through its attorney, the Authority 
initiated legal action against the general contractor, and 
the Peerless Casualty Company, to cover costs of recon- 
structing the filter bed, of pumping operations which were 
necessary, until the new bed was in: operation. 

Bids for the reconstruction of the filter bed were requested, 
and four companies responded. The bid of R. H. White 
Company, of Auburn, Mass., for $15,750.00 was found to be 
the lowest. 

The Authority was ready to accept this bid, when it was 
informed by the Department of Labor and Industries that 
the bids must be declared illegal, since a revised minimum 
wage schedule was not included in the bid specifications. 
This came as a surprise to the local Board, for this question 
had been raised by our architect prior to the invitation for 
bids. It was declared by the State Housing Board, that such 
inclusion in the specifications would be unnecessary, since 
the work to be done was of a corrective nature, and what- 
ever contractor did the job would have been bound to the 
original specifications. 

The Department of Labor held to its decision, and the 

Authority was forced to request new bids. In the second 
bidding, only two bids were received. pig a, 
_ R. H. White Company was the low bidder, with a’ figure 
of $23,235.00. This lower bid was over $7,000.00 in excess 
of the original bid, and was rejected in the interest of ‘the 
public, by the Authority. gon he 

Thé State Housing Board. had verbally notified us that 
per would reject the bid, had we accepted it. 

. Shortly after the second bids had been received, a picaaine 
was arranged by the State Housing Board between the 
general contractor and the Millbury Housing Authority. 
Several proposals were made in an attempt to mitigate the 
overall damages. It was finally agreed that the Authority 
would issue a change-order to the general contractor for the 
reconstruction of the filter bed. 

In order to expedite the reconstruction of the bed, the 
Authority agreed to pay for the cost of reconstruction, but 
in no way did they prejudice their action previously initiated 
against the contractor. It gave the Authority: assurance of 
a good system, without loss of considerable time. 

With the close of 1952, the filter bed is in operation, and 
gives every indication of being in good working order. 
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Negotiations between the general contractor and the 
Authority are still continuing. Offers have been made by 
the company to settle the litigation out ’of court, and: have 
been refused by the Board, as unsatisfactory. 

The Authority. feels that if, our case reaches a jury trial, 
we have sufficient evidence to prove that the system was not 
originally constructed according to our specifications. 

However, it is still hoped that a reasonable settlement will 
be reached during the coming year. 

In the Spring of 1953, all other unfinished items under the 
general contract will be completed, and it is hoped that we 
will be able to enter into permanent financing during the 
coming year. 

We are pleased that the tenants have co-operated, and, in 
most cases, have maintained the houses and surroundings 
as well as can be expected. :

Report of the 
School Building Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The Building Committee in charge of constructing the 
new high school building on Martin Street submits a report 
in connection with its duties and activities on that project 
for the past year. 

More than two and one half years have passed since the 
citizens of our town were ready to start an actual program 
of preliminary planning for the construction of a new high 
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school building. February 15th of this year was the second 
anniversary of the date when definite action was taken by 
500 people at a Special Town Meeting to ‘acquire property 
on Martin Street as a site for the new building, to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $953,693.93 to construct and equip 
the building, and to authorize the Building Committee to 
enter into-contracts and to do all things necessary to CON- 
STRUCT, FURNISH and EQUIP said school building.” 

In the month of March, 1952, a report briefly outlining 
the Committee’s activities and the status of building opera- 
tions was published in the papers and several hundred copies 
distributed in town, and one copy filed with the Town Clerk. 

Winter weather conditions in the early weeks of 1952 
caused a stoppage of all construction work which was not 
resumed until the latter part of March. From that time 
forward, and including some weeks in 1958, all phases of 
building operations progressed so smoothly and rapidly that 
the building, completed and equipped, could be turned over 
the building, completed and equipper, could be turned over 
to town officials within a period of two years. 

Individual lockers equipped with combination/locks for 
pupils’ clothing and personal effects have been spaced along 
corridors of the first and second floors of the classroom sec- 
tions. All classrooms have a built-in letter file, a locker, 
and a large storage space for books, papers, and the like. 
These rooms were lighted with three lines of fluorescent 
fixtures, the ceilings covered with acoustic tile, and the floors 
with varied patterns of asphalt tile. The two laboratories 
have the latest approved type of equipment for teachers and 
students. The Commercial Department has been supplied 
with a group of office machines of latest design for student 
instruction and practice. 

In the spacious gymnasium, 76’ x 96’, there is a goodly 
number of pieces of gym equipment, a layout for basketball 
and other indoor games, folding bleachers on the north and 
south walls, and a special ventilating system. A large 
library, containing shelving, files, tables and desks is located 
on the first floor of the building. 

The shop and drafting room for the Industrial Arts 
Department, located in the southern section of the building, 
have been equipped with the newest metal and woodworking 
machines and other necessary equipment. The auditorium, 
splendid in design, has accommodations for seating 525 per- 
sons, with a stage for an additional 100 seats, which will 
serve a long felt want for a proper assembly room for lec- 
tures, concerts, and other functions. The Home Economics 
room with its varied forms of modern domestic equipment 
is another high ranking department of the school. 
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Near the main entrance are private offices of the Super- 
intendent and Principal and a general office. On each floor 
are toilets and rest room, and incinerator openings. A com- 
plete heating plant, a large hot water tank and emergency 
generator are in the basement of the building. 

The cafeteria and kitchen have everything necessary for 
the proper cooking and serving of food—ranges, soup ket- 
tles, dishwashing machine, mixers, serving counters, and so 
on. The serving room has 34 tables with formica tops, com- 
fortable chairs, and all other proper facilities. 

In excavating for foundation trenches and site clearance, 
several hundred cubic yards of ledge and boulders were en- 
countered causing an extra removal and handling expense 
of about $23,000. Necessary outside work such as grading 
front lawn, and parking area in the rear, drains and man- 
hole and extra sidewalk increased the cost and additional 
$7,000.

The Committee wishes to acknowledge its gratitude to 
those men who have been associated with the undertaking. 

Administrator of School Building Assistance Commission, 
John E. Marshall, and his associates, who by wise counsel 
and helpful suggestions, helped so greatly in design of build- 
ing and layout of classrooms. 

Superintendent of Schools, William D. Shea, who worked 
so long and consistently for a new high school and success- 
fully gained approval for its construction and assurance of 
financial aid from the State School Building Commission 

Arthitect, O. E. Nault and Sons, for preparation of the 
plans and specifications, constant and faithful inspection of 
all construction operations, loyal cooperation, and efficiency 
that made the overall building structure cost less per cubic 
foot than other schools in Worcester and vicinity. 

Consultant, Leo Doherty, who by reason of his extended 
experience and association with schools and school build- 
ings, assisted the architect and Committee in making deci- 
sions about plant design, classroom features and general 
building equipment. 

General Contractor, Louis Neri—the result of his selec- 
tion to assume the responsibility of constructing the largest 
building undertaking ever contemplated in the history of 
Millbury was one of the Committee’s most fortunate acts. 
During the entire progress of the job, he saw to it that all 
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materials and workmanship were first class. The excellence 
he required of his own organization he also demanded of 
all sub-contractors. On numerous occasions he supplied both 
labor and material, free of charge, to make some spot or 
corner more useful and attractive. ‘This splendid building 
will be a lasting tribute to his skill as a master workman.

Report of the School Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for the 
school year ending December 31, 1952. 

During the past year the Committee held twenty-three full meet- 
ings on the first and third Mondays of the month. Eighteen candi- 
dates. for the positions as custodians of the Burbank School, the 
new high school and the present high and junior high school, were 
interviewed. Appointed were: Mr. Oliver Paine, the Burbank School, 
and Mr. Gerald Army for the present high and junior high schools. 
Many candidates for the position of School Nurse were interviewed 
and Miss Anna Callahan, a nurse of varied experiences and a veteran 
of World War II, was selected. 

In June the Committee voted to hire a maintenance man to help 
keep expenditures low and to keep all school buildings in first class 
condition. After balancing the expenditures and the amount of re- 
pairing done, the Committee feels that the money saved proves the 
experiment successful, so it was voted to continue with a maintenance 
man. 

It was with regret that the Committee accepted the resignation of 
Dr. E. Olin Angell who gave twelve years of faithful service as a 
- member of the School Committee. At a joint meeting of the Select- 
men and School Committee, Mr. Arthur L. Stowe was elected to fill 
thé vacancy. 
~The Committee wishes to thank all members of the School Depart- 
ment and the citizens of Millbury for their fine cooperation during the 
year and hope that it will continue for the years to come.

Reprt of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my sixteenth annual report and the sixty-third 
in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 
The highest educational enrollment in history marked the opening 


of the country’s 1952-53 school year. 


The United States Office of 


Education estimates that nearly 35,000,000 students are enrolled in 
various educational institutions this year. This figure represents 
about one-fifth of the total population of the country, and marks an 
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increase of over a million and a half over the previous year. Prac- 
tically the entire increase in school population is in the grade schools. 
This is the greatest increase in one year that has ever taken place 
in American educational history. Dr. Earl J. McGrath, United 
States Commissioner of Education, warns that school population will 
continue to increase enormously every year for at least a half dozen 
years. In the next four years the elementary schools will gain some 
5,000,000 boys and girls. Already the high schools are beginning to 
feel the effects of the increased enrollments. 

Building shortages and teacher shortages have been the direct 
results of this tremendous increase in school enrollment. It is esti- 
mated that nearly half a million children throughout the country are 
in double sessions, and the United States Office of Education reports 
that 61% of the nation’s classrooms are overcrowded. 

Communities everywhere are faced with the fact that, although 
school budgets have increased tremendously, because of the infla- 
tionary spira! these budgets actually have less purchasing power 
than they had five years ago. It costs more for maintenance of build- 
ings, for hiring teachers, for paying janitors, for repairing leaky 
roofs, painting the buildings, etc. In many communities this has 
made it practically impossible to provide the extra classrooms that 
are so vitalJ” needed. 

Here in Millbury the problem of accommodating the greatly in- 
creased enrollment will be solved with the completion of the new 
high school. The old high school building will adequately accom- 
modate the junior high school. Pupils from the fifth and sixth grades 
of the grammar schools will be transferred to the junior high building. 
The grammar school buildings will then easily take care of the pupils 
of the first four grades for several years. 

Early in 1953 we hope ‘to occupy the new high school building. The 
course of study already begun will be continued for the rest of the 
school year. In September of 1953 the new curriculum including 
industrial arts, domestic science, drawing and physical education will 
be instituted. These courses will necessitate the appointment of 
several new teachers. T'wo instructors will be required for industrial 
arts, one for domestic science, and one each for drawing and. physical 
education. The increased facilities of the new building will also allow 
us to add two teachers of academic subjects. ‘The increased enroll- 
ment of the past year required these two extra teachers, but lack 
of room space made it impossible to accommodate the extra classes. 

As soon as the high school pupils are transferred to their new 
quarters the junior high school pupils will occupy the present high 
school building. The junior high school will remain vacant until 
September in order that it may be renovated and made suitable for 
the fifth and sixth grade pupils. Mr. Lawrence Gonyea assures us 
that the work in this building will be completed in time for the begin- 
ning of the Fall term. } 

The regrouping of pupils in the various school buildings will make 
it necessary to revise extensively the bus schedules and routes, and 
to add at least three new routes to the present schedule. 


INSURANCE 


The Millbury School Committee voted to grant the teachers and 
pupils of the various schools the privilege of purchasing for one dollar 
each, membership in the Blanket Accident Insurance coverage of the 
Washington-National Insurance Company. This company is repre- 
sented in Millbury by the C. D. Whitney Insurance Agency. More 


than 1,000 pupils and teachers have already availed themselves of 
this protection. 
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SAVINGS STAMPS 

As a result of the continued cooperation of William Young, Post- 
master, in all matters pertaining to our schools, a plan has been 
arranged whereby either Mr. Young or Mr. Despard visits the Bur- 
bank, Union and Providence Street Schools every Tuesday, and the 
Dorothy Manor and East Millbury Schools each Thursday so that 
pupils may have the opportunity of purchasing Savings Stamps 

This plan was put in effect November 4 and since then in five weeks 
$1,004 worth of stamps have been sold. 


MILK 
As a result of action taken by the School Committee at its regular 
meeting October 20th, milk now can be purchased in all schools by 
the pupils from the first through the sixth grades. 


HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


The well-equipped cafeteria in the new high school building will 
be put into operation as soon as the schools open in September. All 
high school pupils who wish to avail themselves of the opportunity 
of having a hot lunch every day will be served at a cost of 25¢ a meal. 
These meals will consist of a hot main dish, milk, sandwich, vegeta- 
ble, and dessert. Seconds will be served at no extra cost. The moder- 
ate fee of 25¢ is possible only because the federal government provides 
a subsidy of nine cents a meal in addition to many free surplus com- 
modities such as vegetables, fruit, meat, eggs, and powdered milk,. 
The hot meal has proved to be of great value to the health and effi- 
ciency of pupils who otherwise would have nothing but a cold lunch 
during the five or six hours of school work. Basing our estimate on 
the experience of other schools we shall serve approximately 250 
meals a day to the high school pupils. As soon as practicable it is 
planned to extend the hot lunch program to the pupils of the junior 
high, and the fifth and sixth grades. 


EDUCATIONAL TESTS 


The Boston University Educational tests and the Stanford Achieve- 
ment tests were administered to all the pupils in the Millbury School 
System during the school year. We were pleased to find that the re- 
sults of these tests either equalled or surpassed the national norms 
for these tests.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


After many years of devoted service all three members of the 
Millbury School Committee found it necessary to retire during the 
past year. Their combined terms of service to the Town amounted 
to approximately fifty years. Dr. Henry A. LeClaire, Dr. Marcus M. 
Hennebery, and Dr. E. Olin Angell certainly have merited the appre- 
ciation and gratitude of the citizens of Millbury. 

The new Committee composed of Miss M. Pearl Lacouture, Chair- 
man, Mr. Arthur Stowe, Secretary, and Mr. Joseph Gagliardi, has 
brought a wealth of experience and enthusiasm to the work of direct- 
ing the school system. They meet the first and third Mondays of each 
month. Already the citizens of the Town have seen some of the results 
of their ideas for improving the Millbury educational program. 

The success of the past school year has been due in great measure 
to the wise direction of the School Committee, the generous coopera- 
tion of the entire teaching staff, and the sympathetic and helpful atti- 
tude of the parents. Interesting and instructive programs provided 
by the Parent-Teacher Association have been highly appreciated by 
both teachers and pupils. Once again, we thank all for their valued 
cooperation and support.

REPORT OF MR. STEPHEN BEATON 
HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The attendance in the high school at the beginning of this school 
year again showed a marked increase. We now have 385 pupils in the 
senior high school. Three years ago we had about 335, or an increase 
of about fifty pupils during these last three years. When we opened 
school this fall we had exactly 378 home room chairs; this necessitated 
our turning the library tables into desks in order to meet this increase. 
However, with the knowledge that the new senior high will be com- 
pleted before the end of this school year we are trying to make the 
best of what we have rather than ask for any permanent changes in 
the present high school. 

Two changes occurred in our faculty at the beginning of this school 
year. Mrs. Marie OMara, formerly Miss Marie Walsh, resigned as 
teacher of stenography and typewriting. This position was filled with 
Miss Mary Daly, a graduate of Regis College, Weston, Mass., who 
formerly taught commercial subjects for six and one half yeas. The 
first three years were spent at House In The Pines, Norton, Mass., 
and the latter three and one half years at Bourne High School, 
Bourne, Mass. The second change occurred when Mrs. Mary Driscoll, 
formerly Miss Mary Harris, resigned as teacher of English. This 
position was filled with Mr. Robert Carey, a graduate of Clark 
University n’52 and a former graduate of Millbury High School. All 
of our best wishes for happiness in the future go to Mrs. O’Mara and 
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Mrs. Driscoll; they will long be remembered for their ability as 
teachers and leaders. We welcome Miss Daly and Mr. Carey to our 
faculty and wish them success and happiness. 

The prizes annually awarded to the members of the senior class 
were as follows: to Miss Marion Anderson was presented the Massa- 
chusetts. Society of the Sons of the American Revolution Award for 
the highest average in American history; to Miss Barbara Dunn was 
presented the Becker Junior College Scholarship Key for proficiency 
in commercial subjects; to Miss Jane Lonergan was presented the 
Millbury Women’s Club Scholarship Award of one hundred dollars; 
to Hudson Matson was presented the Millbury High School Athletic 
Association Award; to Miss Jean Shea was presented the Good 
Citizenship Certificate, given by the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 

We were again awarded our certificate of approval as a Class “A”’ 
High School for the school year ’51-’52 by Mr. A. Russel Mack, Super- 
visor of Secondary Education. 

Millbury High School is proud to have our school paper, the Reflec- 
tor, twice honored. First, by the Freedoms Foundation from whom 
the Reflector received a medai and an award of one hundred dollars 
for the editorials in general and, in particular, for the editorial, “Is 
This A Democracy?” by Miss Marie Capistron. The awards program 
is open to every public, parochial, and private school in the United 
States. These awards are presented to the schools which, in the 
opinion of the awards jury, are doing an outstanding job of teaching 
the fundamentals of the American way of life. Second, the Reflector, 
in competition with a great many other high schools publishing similar 
school magazines, was awarded Second Place by the Columbia Scholas- 
tic Press Association. This is a singular honor and the highest the 
Reflector has ever received in this contest. May I offer my heartiest 
congratulations to Mrs. Owen and her Reflector staff for the fine 
work they have done. 

The high school students entered two other contests in which they 
received prizes. First, the Service Clubs’ Essay Contest of which 
Clara Graves was declared the local prize winner. Second, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Essay Contest, of which Miss Ann Briddon 
was declared the local winner, receiving a prize of ten dollars; and 
Miss. Nancy Stone, the runner-up received a prize of five dollars. 

While I am on the subject of honors I would like to mention one 
which. was very recently paid to our high school arid faculty in eos al..

REPORT OF MISS MARY J. CHAPPELL, 
SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Physical Education is a must for every growing child. It enables 
them to release excess energy stored up during classroom periods and 
it also develops their body physically and mentally. To be able to 
work and play for the betterment of a group, enriches their life during 
the school years, and helps them to adjust themselves socially when 
their school life ends. 

Physical activity in the elementary grades is given to every child 
once every two weeks. The program consists of fundamental exer- 
cises, games of low and high organization, relays, singing games, 
square dancing and rhythms. Most of the indoor program is held in 
the classroom because of inadequate facilities in ‘the schools. 

For the past two years a Field Day has been held at Windle Field 
for all children in grades one through six. The boys and girls com- 
pete by schools in relays, fortv-five yard dash, softball throw for dis- 
tance, and kick for distance. The bovs in grades five and six also com- 
peted in the broad iump. 

In the Junior and Senior High Schools during classroom vneriods. 
the girls’ program consists of advanced exercises, relays. ballroom 
and square dancing, and games of high organization. The hich school 
girls have two sports. Basketball and Field Hockey, in which they 
compete with other schools. Softball is given if desired by the girls 
but the competition is limited. The junior high girls compete in an 
intramural Basketball tournament. 
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REPORT OF MISS ROSE B. NERI, 
‘SUPERVISOR OF HOME ECONOMICS 


Sewing plays an important part in every girl’s life, and therein 
lies the importance of learning the art. There is much to be gained 
with a good knowledge of clothing and its workmanship. Sewing 
instructions bring about a consciousness of style and proper. groom- 
ing in one’s wordrobe. The wide applicability of sewing makes 
knowing about it a very valuable possession. 

The elementary sewing classes are familiarized with the equipment 
needed. Then they are taught all fundamental hand stitches and 
several ornate stitches. All stitches are used in construction arti- 
cles for a sewing kit. For further practice and application of hand 
stitches the girls make a small household article. Having acquired 
an extensive knowledge of hand sewing, the seventh grade pupils 
proceed to attain a comprehensive study of the sewing machine. 

‘The eighth graders practice machine stitching while making numer- 
ous seams. These seams and many sewing techniques learned at 
the beginning of the year are applied in making three clothing 
articles—an apron, a lingerie garment and a cotten dress. They cut 
the garments from commercial patterns which at this time are 
thoroughly explained in every detail; so that they can interpret. 
symbols, use diagrams and follow directions of any clothing pattern. 

Senior high school pupils further their sewing skills by making 
articles with more intricate detailing, working with fabrics of vari- 
ous textures many of which are difficult to manipulate and using 
more complicated patterns. Now the girls work according to their 
individual capability. Much stress is given to style, color, fashion 
and proper line to suit different personalites. 


REPORT OF MR. WILMAR H. ELA, 
SUPERVISOR OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


The Industrial Arts curriculum gives students training in Wood- 
work, Home Mechanics, and Mechanical Drawing. 

Junior High School boys take the required courses of Woodwork 
and Home Mechanics for three periods each week. Instruction in 
these courses is made through the construction of -useful projects. 

Pupils develop abilities in use of hand tools, planning and build- 
ing of projects, repair and maintenance of household items, includ- 
ing -furniture, lamps, cords, and faucets. 

The objectives of Industrial Arts in the high school are developed 
by the student electing the courses of Woodwork and Mechanical 
Drawing. : 

In the school shop boys are instructed in methods of. production 
and construction. The use of power machines, jigs and fixtures. 
Each boy is carefully taught the proper use of all machines and 
safety devices. 

The course in Mechanical Drawing develops the pupils’ ability to 
read and make working drawings, charts, graphs, and scales. This 
instruction enables students to plan their Industrial Arts shop work 
effectively and to read and work intelligently from the plans and 
blue-prints of others. 


REPORT OF MISS KATHERINE M. BOWE, 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
- Music is recognized as a definitely necessary part of the school 
program, planned to help the student understand and, appreciate 
through understanding, the -life-long happiness derived- from good 
music.

There are two preliminary steps in musical training: the first 
is singing songs by imitation, such as the singing of Rote songs in 
the first and second grades; the second is the introduction and appli- 
eation of technical elements for the purpose of strengthening the 
imaginative and memory processes —the basic factors of musical 
development. 

From the third through the sixth grades a gradual progression 
from note reading to sight singing is accomplished. 

I visit each elementary grade every three weeks. 

In order to make music-reading a lasting capacity the same pro- 
gram of study and application is followed in the junior high school, 
with the addition of greater technical difficulty of the songs and 
their broader musical content. 

Music classes in the junior high are held only two periods a week, 
so that the program is somewhat curtailed. I supervise one period 
each week. 

The high school program consists of Glee Club one period, and 
Orchestra one period each week. Both of these units are elective and 
I am greatly pleased by the interest shown. 

The Glee Club consisting of seventy-eight members works on more 
difficult numbers and give a very creditable performance. 

The Orchestra has twelve members who work diligently at home 
for their get-together on Wednesday. Enthusiasm is high and our 
performances, with the Talent Group, at various county high schools, 
are a marvelous incentive to work toward a greater musical goal. 


REPORT OF MISS FLORENCE M. SCARPACI 
SUPERVISOR OF ART 


The art curriculum in the elementary grades consists of teaching 
the fundamentals of color harmony, design, and the recognition § of 
the correct proportions of the human figure, animals and: buildings. 
Our media here is crayon. 

In the junior high school we are able to further our study in color 
harmony, lettering and principles of design on more advanced scale. 

Colorful reproductions of the old masters are carefully selected to 
suit the interests of pupils from the first through the eighth grade 
which they. enjoy.and appreciate. . .. ... ie Ue

In the high school, our time is very limited and we are unable 
to accomplish as much as I would like; however, we covered 
advanced color study, design and lettering. We have some fine pas-

For Christmas we hope to design tea tiles, oil paint plastic objects 
such as bowls, salt and pepper shakers, etc., and.in a few cases. we 
are designing our own wrapping paper and cards. 


REPORT OF RICHARD E. CHURCH, M.D., 
SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


The annual examination of the scheol children is in progress. 
Some changes are' being made in order to conform to new state 
regulations which became effective on September 1, 1952. The 
chief difference is: the examination of a lesser number’ of grades 
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so that more time can be spent with each child and a more thorough 
examination given. 

The first grade has in the past been Evarined twice, in the spring 
pre-school clinic and again in the fall. This duplication is being 
discontinued. Only one high school class will. be examined . in- 
stead of two in the past. It is anticipated that the facilities at 
the new high school will permit sufficient privacy to do a better 
examination. The parents of children in the lower two grades 
examined are invited to attend. 

The school athletic teams have been examined as usual. The 
toilets in the different schools are being inspected and recommenda- 
tions made. 

These changes, I am sure, will prove worth while. 


REPORT OF MISS MAY A. STAFFORD, R.N., 
SCHOOL NURSE 


The routine activities, such as the physical examinations by: the 
School Physician, eye and ear testing, and the weighing and meas- 
uring of all school children have all been started. 

This year the State Board of Education has issued health cards 
to be used by the family physician, and returned to the school, if 
requested by the family. So far only a few parents have requested 
these cards. We hope later on when this new program is better 
understood, more children will have their annual physical examina- 
tion done by their own physician who is familiar with the health his- 
tory of the family. Again this year, the spaced examinations were 
given in grades I, III, V, VII, and XI: Parents were invited to 
be present during the examination of: the children. When the 
examinations are completed, notice. of defects » will be, sent , home. 
Carious teeth. heads the list of defects found during. these examina- 
tions. tong 

CLINICS Pare Benees 
Pre-School a 

One hundred and three children were examined at the four clinics 
held in May and June and through the co-operation of the Board 
of Health, children whose parents requested it, were vaccinated. 
Parents of nearly every child were present. Parents who have 
children entering school in September, will be requested to take 
them to their own physician for their examination. 


Dental 

The Dental Clinic, sponsored by the Board of Health and in charge 
of Dr. M. M. Hennebery, was held once a week. Fourteen clinics 
were held from January to June 15, 1952. The clinic did not reopen 
in September, as Dr. Hennebery closed his office. We all miss this 
clinic and hope plans can be made to have it reopen in the near 
future. I would like to remind the parents that dental care is 
their responsibility and is very important. 


Vision and Hearing 

Vision and hearing tests will be given every second year, with 
the exception of the first grade pupils, those pupils who wear 
glasses and any special case brought to our attention. 

The census of physically handicapped children has been taken 
and sent to the Department of Education and Public Health. 
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Immunization Clinics 

Toxoid clinics were held in all of the grade schools in April, May 
and June, for the prevention of diptheria and- tetanus. Children 
who had never been protected were given the basic three treat- 
ments and the rest were given single Booster Shots. Children 
under three years old were given triple shots. A total of five hun- 
dred and thirty received these treatments. 

Through the proceeds of the eye glass fund, six children have 
had their eyes examined and five were fitted to glasses. 

We still have twenty-five children with some degree of speech 
defect. Some’of these have improved with help from their teacher. 

One boy who had been attending the sight-saving class in Wor- 
cester, has improved and returned to his regular class in our 
schools. 

Two children with the aid of hearing aids have been able to con- 
tinue in their regular classroom. 

Five handicapped children are attending the special school in 
Worcester. We hope more time can be given to the education of 
these handicapped children who are unable to attend regular 
classes. 

Through the sale of Xmas Seals and Pins four girls were able 
to spend a month at camp. 

During the year I have called on the Directors of the Salvation 
Army fund for help. It has provided clothing, shoes, rubbers, den- 
tal care, medical care and gifts of toys and clothing at Christmas 
for deserving families. 

Two hundred and eighty home calls have been made and seventy 
children have been taken home from school. Again I urge parents 
to keep children at home when they are not well and to report all 
communicable diseases to the Board of Health when a _ physician 
has not been called. 

We have had the usual number of communicable diseases, a few 
cases of Scarlet Fever and a large number of chicken pox and 
measles. In October, infectious hepatitis broke out in the Dorothy 
poner argon and since that time several new cases have been re- 
ported. 

The children at all schools have been instructed to take extra 
care of their hands, to wash them before eating and especially after 
basement visits. 

Dr. Church and I have inspected the toilets, sinks and bubblers 
to see that they are kept in good sanitary condition. 

Health meetings and classes have been attended during the year.
